POSITION AT APPROX 65 MILES NORTHWEST OF BARRANQUILLA, NO 
PROBLEMS. NO REPORTS SINCE.

VENEZUELAN CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITIES MARACAIBO STATE SEARCH IS 
UNDERWAY ON VENEZUELAN AND COLOMBIAN SIDE OF BORDER. HOWEVER 
VENEZUELAN GOVERNMENT AUTHORITIES REPORTEDLY HAVE NO KNOWLEDGE
